Farmers are still warned, how- 
ever, to keep a close check on cul- 
tivated property adjacent to the 
foothill area, and if there is any

VISALIA, June 19 — The popu- 
lation levels of the spotted alfalfa 
aphid have been low in alfalfa hay 
fields so far in 1958. Natural ene- 
mies of this pest have been doing 
an excellent job of control. Fun- 
gus, parasites, and predators have 
been effective. 

The number of lady bird beetles 
in alfalfa fields have been excep- 
tionally high. The parasites that 
were released in the county last 
year are well established. 

With the higher temperatures 
that will be coming along, the 
spotted alfalfa aphid populations 
could, reach damaging numbers 
rapidly, however. Therefore, it is 
suggested that growers keep an 
eye on the alfalfa field for un- 
expected) build up of this insect. 
It is important to learn how to 
foster natural controls.

RIVERSIDE, June 19 — Florida 
citrus is far from wiped out by 
last season’s hard winter freeze, 
in fact, between 70 and 80 per 
cent of the state’s citrus plantings 


; suffered little or no tree damage, 


and prosfect this year is for a 
good crop. 

Walter Reuther, horticulturtst 
at Riverside, who recently return- 
ed from an inspection of Florida 
citrus freeze’ damage says, ‘‘These 
plantings have come back with a 
tremendous bloom and appear to 
have set a bumper crop. 

‘Tf this fruit sets as heavily as 
indications suggest, there will 
probably be about 75 million box- 
es of oranges produced in Florida 
next year.

We have been informed that the 
Rocky mountain whitefish readily 
take a fly, nymph or other arti- 
ficial lure, fight as good or better 
than a trout and equal if not sur- 
pass the trout as a table fish with 
no more bones. Whitefish do not 
get big, twelve inches or so a 


average.
